The inſuring houſes and goods from fire 
has long been thought extremely uſeful, 
and aſſociations have been formed for ap- 
prehending offenders of a particular deſcrip- 
tion, but nothing has ever yet been at- 
tempted that has gone, in any degree, to- 
wards inſuring the property of individuals 
from any ſpecies of robbery. 

The effecting this great and moſt deſira- 
ble object appears to have been reſerved for 
the General Inſurance-Office; and the com- 
pany flatter themſelves that the preſent æra 
will not be altogether undiſtinguiſhed by an 
eſtabliſhment that goes tomake the minds of 
perſons eaſy as to any loſs of property by 
burglaries on their dwelling-houſes, &c. and 
robberies on the king's highway and public 
ſtreets, and other ſpecies of felony, and all 
expence of proſecution in caſe thereof, and 
that even at a leſs premium than is paid in 
many neighbourhoods merely for appre- 
hending thieves and robbers. 

Nor have the company been at all preci- 
pitate in — themſelves to the conſide- 

ration 
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ration of the public. Vain as they may have 
been of the nature and tendency of their 
plan, they have not ventured to bring it 
forward undigeſted or unconſidered. Per- 
ſons in every line of life, and no leſs diſtin- 
guiſhed for the reſpectability of their ſitua- 
tions than for the ſoundneſs of their under- 
ſtanding and the extent of their knowledge, 
have been pleaſed to pay it the warmeſt en- 
comiums, and to think it not only rational 
in itſelf, but likely to prove extremely be- 


neficial, and, conſequently, highly accep- 


table to the community in general. 
Flattering as this approbation is, it is 
truſted that it will not be thought altogether | 
unfounded, ſince the General Inſurance- 
Office not only inſures the property, but alſo 
goes to the ſecurity of the perſon, of his ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects, ſince, in caſe of attack, ſhauld 
they be inſured at the office, they will have 
no motive for reſiſting or withholding the 
Property they may have about them, which 
is generally, if not always, the occaſion of 


their being ill uſed, and frequently of pro- 
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ducing the moſt fatal and unhappy conſe; 


quences to themſelves and families. 

Of this too many recent inſtances might 
be mentioned even within the metropolis on- 
ly, to ſay nothing of the kingdom at large; 
nor would it be difficult to give the names of 
ſeveral individuals whoſe deaths are ſtill freſh 
in the memory of. their unhappy families ; 
who, in all probability, would yet have been 


a happineſs to them, had they been inſured 


in their property, and without any motive 
for refuſing to deliyer up the ſameupon their 
being attacked; and ſtill eaſier would it be 


to bring to the recollection of the public 


many caſes of diſtreſs, and even of utter ru- 
in, that have enſued from burglaries, where 
a very conſiderable part, and ſometimes the 
whole, of the property has been actually car- 
ried off the premiſes ; but which diſtreſs and 
ruin might have been readily avoided, and 
that at the expence of a few ſhillings, had a 
General Inſurance-Office been eſtabliſhed to 
have made * the amount of the loſs.

As thieves and robbers will be the natu- 
ral, and, it is truſted, the only, enemies of 
the office, the company hardly think it ne- 
ceflary to obſerve, that it will, of courſe, be 
their care, as it will be their intereſt, to take 
the earlieſt and moſt effectual ſteps, not only 
for apprehending all offenders, but for pro- 
ſecuting them, at their own expence, with the 
utmoſt rigour of the law ; by which they 
hope to contribute, in no ſmall degree, to- 
wards clearing the metropolis, and its envi- 
rons, of the ſame. . 1% en 

And, as a farther means thereof, a roma 
of five guineas will be paid to any watch- 
man, patrole, or other perſon or perſons, ap- 
prehending any one, or more, who may have 
committed a burglary, highway ar faotpad 
robbery, ar any other offence, againſt any 
perſon inſured in any one of the following 
claſſes, upon being convicted thereof, 
over and above the uſual rewards; and, in 
order to induce any perſon, inſuring under 
the fifth, or laſt, claſs, to come forward and

in the public ſtreets or highways, of his 
watch, or handkerchief, or any other pro- 
perty he may have about him, a gratuity of 
three guineas will be paid him, upon the 
offender or offenders being convicted of the 
ſame, as a recompence for his attendance 
on the occaſion, beſides being indemnified 
from all expence of proſecution ; by which 
it is preſumed the metropolis will, in a great 
- meaſure, be happily reſcued from the gangs 
of pickpockets that infeſt it, and which, 
ſooner or later, become a more daring and 
deſperate ſpecies of offenders. 
And, in order to evince the fincere deſire 
the company have of conſidering the public 
good in every poſſible point of view, in caſe 
any perſon, inſured at the office, ſhould be 
killed in defending his property, either on 
the king's highway, public ſtreets, or elſe- 
where, or die from ill uſage in conſequence 
thereof, his widow (ſhould he leave any) 
will receive an annuity from the office, not 
leſs than twenty pounds, nor more than 
fifty pounds, a year, in proportion to the

& | wife, his child or children, if any, and not 


above a certain age, will have the like pro- 
viſion made for them until they arrive at

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The company are aware that they will be 


liable to impoſition, and that abuſes may be 


attempted to be practiſed on them; but they 
know, at the ſame time, that no human 
inſtitution is exempt from riſk and danger; 
and that, if their zeal for the ſervice of 
the public will not ſecure them from fraudu- 
lent deſigns, they truſt no one will be found 
to have inſured that will expoſe himſelf toall 
the conſequences of a tranſportable offence, 


by making oath of a robbery when none has 


been committed, as the office will always 
have it in its power to judge of the fitneſs of 
a perſon to inſure; a judgement, in the 
exerciſe of which no offence can poſſibly be 
given. |

Onthe part of the office, the company are 
well convinced that every ideaof ſucceſs muſt 
depend on a punctual diſcharge of its engage- 


ments; and, fully impreſſed with this conſi- 
_ deration, they beg leave to add, that ypuBL1c 


CONFIDENCE alone 1s the baſis on which 
they wiſh to ſtand, and reſt every hope of a 
return for an eſtabliſhment, the inſurance of 
which, for the more convenient diſpatch of 
buſineſs, they have divided into five different 


claſſes, and truft, that the moderate pre- 


miums thereof will at once ſhew that general 


utility, and not private emolument, is the ob- 


ject in view, ſince the following advantages 
will evidently reſult to thoſe who infure: — 


I. An indemnification from loſs of pro- 
perty. 
II. A like indemnification from all ex- 
pence of proſecution. 
III. An annuity to the widow, or provi- 
ſion to the child, or children, upon 
being killed in defending any proper- 
ty, in caſe of attack.

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IV. A conſtant reward of five "bak 
over and above the uſual rewards, to 
any watchman, patrole, or other 
perſon, who ſhall take into cuſtody 
any one, or more, who may have 
robbed, or ſhall attempt to rob, any 
one inſured, by which it is eaſily to 
be conceived, that the houſes and 
property of perſons inſured will be 
more ſecure than thoſe who are not 
ſo. 

V. In many caſes a gratuity of three guĩ- 

neas to any perſon inſured, upon the 
conviction of any one wha ſhall have 
robbed him. 


And all this, as before obſerved, at a leſs 
premium! than paid by the members of many 


aſſociations merely for apprehending thieves 
and robbers. 


Any perſon inſured, upon being 
robbed, and giving information of the 
ſame at the office, may have immediate aſ- 
ſiſtance, there being a number of able men 
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and horſes conſtantly kept for apprehending

it appeareth, that the public may derive
